INDIAN APPROPRIATION BILL. 
ADOPTION OF THE ALASKA AMENDMENT. 

Wasarnoron, D. C., May 12.—({Special.}|— 
The subject of Indian education was discussed 
with a great deal of earnestness in the Senate 
throughout the afternoon, resulting in the 
adoption of an amendment that the item for 
the education of Indian children in Alaska 
should be increased from $10,000 to -$25,000. 
The principal antagonist not only of the policy 
of Indian education but of our Indian system 
was Senator Ingalls, while very earnest and 
eloquent defenders of that system were found 
in Senators Hawley, Hoar, and Dawes. Mr. 
Ingalls deciared that the present system 
of Indian education produced phenomena 
rather than resuits. Mr. Hoar briefly referrred 
to a letter which he had recently seen, written 
by Abraham Lincoln, in which the martyr 
President said that as soon as the War was over 
he would address himself to the remodeling of 
our Indian policy as one of the crying ques- 
tions of the times. Mr. Hoar maintained that 
Indian wars, and Indian support, and Indian 
losses from wars have cost the country $1,000,- 
000,000; that our Indian policy has been charac- 
terized by broken faith and broken treaties, and 
that the wars for which we paid so heavily 
were provoked by the outrages of the 
whites. Apart from all questions of humanity, 
he maintained that it would be cheaper to edu- 
cate the Indians than to permit them to remain 
in a condition of barbarism.

By Mr. Payson—To restrict the ownership of 
real estate in Territories to American citizens.

The Senate bill was passed to prevent and 
punish counterfeiting within the United States 
of securities of foreign Governments.

On the bill establishing a Bureau of Animal 
Industry—Messrs. Hatch of Missouri, Dibrell, 
and Wilson of Iowa.

SELF-CONFESSED PERJURERS COMMITTED, 


In the Sharon case a sensation was created to- 
day when Judge Sullivan committed two of 
Sarah's witnesses to jail for self-confessed per- 
jury. The first of. them, Mrs. Martha Wilson 
(colored), bad once testified that she 
saw the alleged marriage-contract in the 
Tall of 1880. Last week she again took the 
stand, and stated that her former story was 
untrue. Upon cross-examination, however, 
she testified that her present testimony was 
prompted by her husband, and indirectly ad- 
mitted that she had told the truth on the former 
occasion. Her husband .being called, denied 
that his wife ever saw the contract, but he fell 
down on cross-examination, when he admitted 
that his wife had told him in 1380 that she saw 
the alleged contract. Judge Sullivan committed 
Mrs. Wilson for perjury on motion of Sarah’s 
attorney, the court making the significant 
Statement that he believed Mrs. Wilson saw 
the alleged contract, and therefore committed 
perjury on her second examination. 

Another witness, Arthur L. Wells, originally 
testified that he had heard Sharon introduce 
the plaintiff as his wife. The witness then re- 
canted, admitting without a blush having 
perjured himself. The court expressed the 
opinion that he never believed such an intro- 
duction took place. This perjurer was held in 
bail of $20,000.

the unqualified statement that there are 30,- 
000 professional prostitutes in the City of Chi- 
cago.”"’ Let us see how this statement will 
bear the test of a few ficures. Allowing a lib- 
eral estimate, the present population of the 
city does not exceed 600,000. I think the 
males exceed the females in number, 
but calling them equal this would give 300,000 
as the total females from infancy to old age. 
I apprehend that few females over 40 years of 
age or under 15 can be found among the ranks 
of professional prostitutes, and these certainly 
constitute at least two-thirds—probably more 
than two-thirds—of the entire female popula- 
tion. Calling it two-thirds would leave 100,000 
females between the ages of 14 and 40 in which 
these 80,000 professional prostitutes are to be 
found. According to the Doctor’s statement 
one in three of these 4s a prostitute. Such a 
statement in regard to the women of this 
city is a libel upon them and upon 
the city deserving the severest condemnation. 
This is by no means the first time equally senaa- 
tional and absurb statements have been made 
by clergymen of this city, and it would seem as 
if it was full time that they brought to bear a 
little common sense before making such false 
and statements in regard to the 
morals of the city in which they live. Chicago's 
morals might be greatly improved, but will not 
be by men so reckless in their statements as the 
reverend Doctor was last Sunday se if 
correctly reported. : O. C. G.

THE TESTIMONY. 
JAMES APPLETON WILSON. 

James Appleton Wilson, the first witness 
called, testified that he lived at Normal Park 
and was 41 years of age. James L. Willson 
was his uncle and Clarissa Willison his aunt. 
They lived at Winnetka, twenty miles from 
Chicago, on the Northwestern Railroad, and 
had ved there about eighteen years. Mr. 
Willson was 72 and Mrs. Willson 81. They lived 
alone. He had no regular business, but had 
been a druggist. All he did ot late years was 
to buy and sell real estate and to loan money. 
He made his headquarters at witness’ office in 


| Bryan Block. Wittless saw bim there last the 


Wednesday before the murder. He was noti- 
fied the 13th by telephone of the occurrence 
and went to Winnetka, reaching there about 1 
o’clock. 

On the cross,in reply to Mr. Van Arman, 
witness said he had never lived with his uncle. 
He had no positive knowledge of a will hay- 
ing been made; none had been discovered 
yet. The deceased left no children. Wit- 
ness, his siater, and John E. Kennedy, of 
Miles City, Mont., were his heirs, and there 
were also some on Mrs. Wülson's side. The 
whole estate was appraised at between $40,000 
and $50,000. Deceased loaned money himself 
on mortgages and notes in large and small 
amounts. He kept no bank account. Witness 
had been inted administrator of the es- 
tate. Mrs. Willson had been quite feeble for 
some years, having hada paralytic stroke. 
Witness was at the nouse the last time seven 
months before the murder. When he got 
there the 13th he loOked the place over. Things 
were tossed around a good deal. There were 
twelve or fifteen in the dining-room. Mr. 
Willson’s pocket and memorandum books were 
missing. When witness saw the pocketbook 
the last time it contained quite a package of 
bills. Some jewelry was found in a bureau in 
Mrs. Willson's room. itness didn't know 
Neal McKeague, and didn’t cause his arrest.

When she wanted to pay 
a bill she took money out of a small wooden 
box which was kept in the library. Mrs. Will- 
son kept the key of this box in a purse 
which she carried in her pocket. The last 
time witness saw the box was about a 
week after the murder. It was then in the 
house. She Was sent for, and saw there Mr. 
Mills, Mr. Robertson, Mr. Magin, and Mr. 
Carney. Witness had seen the box open, but 
not the contents. Mrs. Willson took bills out of 
it. She never counted her money in witness’ 
presence. There were five outside doors to the 
house. She tried to get in at only two. When 
she saw McKeague first, she having run down 
the railroad track for the Wilisons’, he jumped 
over the fence—did not go around on the side- 
walk—and came directiy to her, and when she 
told him about Mr. Willison he ran down the 
track. When she met him after he had been at 
the house he did not say he was going after 
Dr. Morrison, and she badn't so testified before 
the Coroner's jury. She learned afterwards 
that he had gone for him. Lip 

Witness was questioned very closely, and be- 
gan to cry. | : 

Col. Van Arman told her there was no in- 
tention to annoy her; she wauld be treated 
with courtesy. 

When she met McKeague be said that Mr.

A NEW POINT. 


Prof. John F. Dixon, of Winnetka, testified 
that the Thursday evening previous to the 
murder, about 8 o'clock, he paid Mr. Willson at 
his bouse $75.25. The money consisted of a 
$50 bill, two tens, and afive. He was not sure, 
but bis impression was that the $50 bill was a 
National-bank note, not a greenback. Mr. 
Willson showed him out. As he was going the 
door-bell rang, and when Mr. Willson opened 
the door McKeague stepped in. Mr. Willison 
said: “Ah! good evening, will you walk mm?" 
Mr. Willson held witness’ note and be bad 
called to take it up. He did not see wheré Mr. 
Willison got the promissory note from. He took 
the money While standing up, and witness’ im- 
pression was that he put itin a leather pocket- 
book. 

On the cross, Col. Van Arman asked: 

How do you know it was a $60 bill?” 

„How dol know anything?”’ 

“That is for you to say.“ 

“TI know by seeing. How would you 
know?“ 

Witness had no impression ad to the charac- 
ter of the other bills. He had no reason for 
thinking the $50 note was a National-bank 
bill; it was merely his impression; the bill 
was not entirely new; neither was ita worn 
bill. . Wi had visited Mr. Willson, and 
liked to hear him talk on religious Questions. 
He had seen Mrs. Willson, but never out of the 
house. Witness borrowed the money for fif- 
teen days. He got bills, but bad no impression 
as to their character. One, however, he 
thought was a $20 bill. He destroyed the note 
at home (po one was present when he did it) a 
day or two after he got it back. Witness had

at the Coroner’s inquest; Some one testified 
about receiving a $50 bill from McKeogue, but 
the witness had no idea that it had any rela- 
tion to the case. He wasn’t asked about the 
bil.

MRS. MURPHY’'S STORY. 

Mrs. Caroline Murphy, of Winnetka, testified 
that she had known the Wilisons for twelve 
years. Seven years ago Mrs. Willson had a 
stroke of paralysis, and four years ago ber 
mind became affected, and she was not in the 
habit of going out. Witness told about Miss 
Dwyer stepping and saying that Mr. Willson 
had fainted. Remembering that Wednesday 
was Mr. Wilison’s day in Chicago, she thought 
it must de Mrs. Willson. So she sent 
a servant for a neighbor and went 
over herself. When she reached 
sitting-room; she gianced around; 
dark, and in taking a step struck Mr. . 
She went outside and waved her shawl to at- 
tract the attention of the school children. 
Tren she saw a man running towards her very 
apidiy, and she went to intercept him. It was 
Neil MoKeague. He asked: What is it? 
Witness d: 1 don't know if Mr. Willson 
has fain or it it can be death.“ They went 
into the house, and on reaching the sitting- 
room—McKeague went in first—he.said: ‘Mr. 
Willson is dead.” He was about three feet 
from the body. Witness sent him for Dr. Mor- 
rison. She was not confident, so she knelt 
down and put her hand oh Mr. Willson’s bead. 
He was dead. She had sent Annie Watkins for 
medicines. After finding that Mr: Willson was 
dead witness went outside and sat on the door- 
step. Then she went in again and 
Emma Dwyer, and asked her 
where Mrs. Willson was. She said 
she didn’t know. Witness told her and Mo- 
Keague to go up-stairs and see. In a moment 
McKeague returned. She heard him say com- 
ing down the stairs It is horrible: it is dread- 
ful; itis terridle.“ He came to the door, and 
said She is dead, too.“ Witness ran out of 
the house, and was carried home. Mr. Willson 
had on his dressing-gown. 

On the cross Col. Van Arman drew out that 
the witness told Mokeague to lift Mr. Wilison 
up, but that he didn’t do it, or attempt to do it. 
When she touched the body it was so icy that 
she got the impression that he bad been déad 
for hours, and that Mrs. Willison was all alone. 


She bad not beard her cane—her usual cail—so 


she sent McKeague and Miss Dwyer up-stairs. 
She had seen the sword over a photogroph of 
young Willison, between the windows in the 
sitting-room. | 

The witness was recalled after she left the 
stand, and said she wouldn't state positively, 
but it was her impression that McKeague wait- 
ed for her to go into the sitting-room. In go- 
ing in she thought he ‘was not moving fast 
enough; perhaps she was in too much of a 
hurry, or the room was dark and he didn’t 
know the way, so she put her hand on his arm 
to hurry him. He didn’t say anything. 


NORTH CAROLINA MURDER TRIALS. 

Raveion, N. C., May 12.—{Special.}|—Four 
men, all colored, were tried for murder at 
Wadesboro, N. C. Alex. Dockery, forthe mur- 
der of Henry Ratliff and Chariotte Ratliff, was 
acquitted. Paul Means, who stabbed a negro 
to death with a chisel, was convicted of man- 
slaughter and sentenced to the penitentiary for 
two years. William Cox, alias“ Babe Shep,” 
who recently killed Edward Pratt, another ne- 
gro, near Lilesville, N. C., was found guilty of 
manslaughter and sentenced to seven years in 
the peniten Daniel Gould, who early in 
1882 killed William nter, and who was 
last October convicted of murder, took an ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court, was yesterday re- 
sentenced, and will be hanged next month if 
Gov.

The spirit of the present day is certainly in favor 
of the greutest liberty to the greatest number, 
which means not an absolute license to doany- 
thing, but to do those things, whether for protit or 
amusement, that are not inconsistent with good 
morais nor in conflict with the gen laws us rec- 
ognized by manicipal authorities. In this broad 
category of liberty is included the right to enjoy 
oneself Sunday. I am well aware that many 
good people do not believe in any liberty Sun- 
day, nor re they even willing to grant to 
others the right in an ipnocent way 
to spend the only day they have at 
their disposal as they may desire. The number 
whiéh still entertains this idea is, however, very 
small, and is rapidly diminishing, — * no place 
is the growing tendency toward 8u y amuse- 
ments to be better observed than in this very city. 

Let me trace for a moment our @xperience in 
that matter since the great fire of 1871. The first 
attempt to throw of this restraint was made by 
the German theatre; subsequently the English 
theatres began: giving Sunday evesing perform- 
ances, until now nearly all the theatres in this 
city begin their engagements Sunday evenings, 
nnd the press of Monday morning has its regular 
criticism of the performances of the evening be- 
fore. At many of the theatres there are afternoon 
performances. In addition to these there are 
other attractions which are visited Sanday by 
thousands, while the game of base-ball in its sea- 
son draws a crowd that is only measured by the 
capacity of the grounds. 

SUXDAY AMUSEMENTS ELSEWHERE. 

Not only in Chicago is there this need for Sun- 
day recreation, but we find everywhere the same 
feeling prevailing that this is the one day and the 
only day on which a very large percentage of a 
great city’s population can have agy enjoyment. 
In France the Grand Prix, which made Foxhall 
80 famous, and which is attended by 250,000 people. 
is run Sunday: in Germany the great festivais 
for the people are held Sunday; im Italy the 
natives, in their gally-colored costames, may be 
seen by the thousands Sunday e ma natyre, 
free from all restraint; in Spain the National sport 
— dull fight—is presented Sunday; in our own 
country in New Orleans horse-facing Sunday 
is attended by the élite of that quaint old place, 
and even in staid old Boston the productions of 
Strauss and Offenbach are listened to on the Boston

opportunity which cannot be improved unless it be 
on Sunday afternoon? 

THE LOVE OF HORSE-RACING. 

It is a well-known fact that no person ever owned 
a horse or ever had anything to do with one did 
not become fond of the same, and in course of time 
became, at least in his own estimation. a horseman. 
How often have we all noticed on a Sunday after- 
noon the old delivery horse attached to the wagon, 
which the evening before drew meat or groceries to 
our door, spinning along the boulevard drawing 
precious human freight, now guided by the bund of 
his owner, in an endeavor to pass his neighbor, 
and how delight and a feeling of self-satisfaction 
was pictured on the owner's face as he gave his 
neighbor the dust. They both afterwards talk over 
their drive—they are horsemen—but they cannot 
attend an honest contest, because their duties to 
their business and their family prevent it. 

When one considers the very large number of 
drays, express-wagons, delivery-wagons, and 
trucks of every description in this city it can easily 
be figured out how many persons there sare 
who, while they are fond of horses 
and would like to witness a  horse- 
race, yet cannot do 80 on account 
of the nature of cheir daily vocation. In addition 
to this large class of persons, who number not 
less than 20,000 (to say nothing of their families) 
in this city, there is an immense number of young 
men, clerks, bookkeepers, and professional men, 
who would gladiy attend a horse-race but who 
never can have even a half-boliday. Of this class 
there are many who keep ahorse and buggy and 
who may be seen on the drives every Sunday after- 
noon. They certainly do not number less than 40,- 
000. Besides these persons enumerated there are 
thousands of others who on a Sunday afternoon 
take a drive or frequent the parks, taking their 
families with them. It is my honest opinion that if 
the Chicago Driving-Park would give a contest be- 
tween horses—whether a runni or trotting race 
is 1 aterial—Sunday afternoon it would meet 
the approval of the great majority of the 700,000 
people comprising the population of this cosmo- 
politan city, ahd would prove a great financial ben- 
efit to the association and a great biessing to thou- 
sands of people. 

THE PEOPLE TO BE AMUSED. 


It must be borne in mind that there is a seating 
capacity in the theatres of this city of 17,000, and 
they are nearly all filled Sunday afternoon. 
Give these people an opportunity to spend Sunday 
afternoon in a manner that they can both enjoy the 
drive and witness a horse-race, and I predict an at- 
tendance such as hus never been seen within our 
grounds. 

What can the youth in a arge city do Sunday 
afternoon—I mean such as are without family ties 
of any kind—better than to frequent some place of 
innocent amusement? You cannot expect them to 
stay at home and read; they must go somewhere, 
and is it not better that they frequent a race-track, 
enjoying Ged’s free air, than to sit in a theatre on 
& sweltering day in July or August? or, better still, 
than if they frequent the saloon, the gambiing hell, 
or some place of questionable resort? Let the Chi- 
cago Driving- Park, therefore, inaugurate a people's 
day of racifig; let us throw open our gates Sun- 
day afternoon to the masses, charging but 50 
cents admission for adults and 25 cents for chil- 
dren, so that the middie classes can take their 
families out, bring their lunch with them, and spend 
the er part of the day on our grounds, Always 
believing in a proper observance of the day, and 
certainly not wishing to offend the feelings of any 
‘one, I would not allow any pool selling, or game 
of chance of any kind on the grounds, nor would I 
aliow any whisky to be sold, and in order to pre- 
serve thé strictest decorum I! shoald recommend 
the employment of a large extra force of police, so 
that not even the slightest disturbance could take 
piace.

THE GRANT FAILURE. 


An Interview with Buck Grant, 
Who Says Himself and Brothers 
Have Lost All They Had. 

New York Herald: Io response to a request 
for a statement, Uliyeses 8. Grant Jr. said to a 
Herald reporter yesterday: : 

The Grant family has lost its entire fortune; 
the ruin is complete. Not only have I and my 
father and two brothers put every cent we 
possessed into the firm of Grant & Ward, but 
we invested large sums which we borrowed 


from our friends, supposing that everything | 
ly and that we were | 


was going along splen 
amassing a great fortune. I first put the $17,500 
yearly income on my wife’s fortune into the 
concern and then I put the principal in with it. 
My father-in-law loses $500,000 which I bor- 
rowed from him. 

“I knew very little aboutfthe affairs of the 
establishment, In fact, the articles of agree- 
ment of the firm provided that Mr. Ward should 
draw all the checks and transact all the busi- 
ness. Mr. Ward insisted that the buéiness 
management should be ieft solely to him. I 
had the greatest confidence in him, and I con- 
sider him to be a very able man. When he 
first proposed the partnership to me I knew 
that he was making plenty of money, and I 
said: Oh, you don't want to attach yourself 
toa slow-coach like me.’ He proposed the 
thing a couple oi times before I agreed. 

“I did not, nor did my father or brothers, 
have the faintest idea that anything was wrong. 
Up to the time of the failure I believed that I 
was worth $1,700,000, I held the bank’s notes 
for upward of $1,000,000. Why, I have told my 
friends of our fortune within a few days, little 
d ot the real state of affairs. 

. THEN CAME THE CRASH. 
My father came down to the office the day 


of the failure, and, as he walked across the 


floor toward me, I said: * Father, everything 
is bursted, and we cannot get a cent out of the 
concern.” That was the very first intimation 
he had that there was the slightest trouble. 
Brother Fred had borrowed largely from his 
friends, and my brother Jesse had put some 
borrowed money into the firm the day previous 
to the failure. | 

“So confident were we all that Grant & Ward 
were making piles of money that we invested 
everything we could get. I only drew out 
money against my own account, but I kept 
putting in almost as much, and the only real 
funds which I retained were about sufficient 
for our living expenses. Noneof us liked to 
keep a dollar out of the firm that was not abso- 
lutely needed, because we thought that we were 
losing when he kept money that might be earn- 
ing a very heavy profit. Several times recent- 
ly when i went to friends and asked them for 
loans on the promise of enormous interest they 
declared that such a transaction would be 
usurious. I never asked for these loans again. 

„To show you how little I knew about the 
affairs of the ürm. 1 said when the Marine 
Bank failed that it would simply prevent us 
fora time from giving certified checks. No 
one in our family bad any idea that the firm 
had overdrawn its account. When I secured 
loans upon the bonds which had been given as 
collateral for loans from our firm I did not 
know that the bonds were being rehypothe- 
cated. 

THOSE IMMENSE PROFITS. 

Ot course it is quite apparent that the im- 
mense profits credited to members of the firm 
were fictitious. I do not care to go into this 
any further just at present, as the whole mat- 
ter will be cleared up, I suppose, in the 
courts.” : 

Mr. Grant said that President Fish was not 
in the office of Grant & Ward much, as his time 
was taken up at the Marine Bank. He did not 
know to what extent Mr. Fish was cognizant of 
the firm’s affairs. Astothe apparent sale of 
one piece of property and the purchase of an- 
other piece a few days ago, Mr. Grant said: 

‘I was paying the interest on a mortgage 
held against a Long Island farm owned by a 
friend. Finally. the mortgage was foreclosed, 
and I bought the property. As it brought me 
no income I got rid of it for the property in 
East Seventy-third street. Thisinturn I traded 
for other property several days ago, but I 


made the trade through a third person, as a di- 


rect swap hurts real estate.“ 

So utterly ruined #ancially does Buck Grant 
consider himself that he declared that he was 
in doubt as to what to do for his living in fut- 
ure. 

„ have no plans as yet.“ he said, * and I do 
not know whether I will be able to stay in New 
York when this thing is cleared up, for I may 
have to enter into business elsewhere.” 

Mr.. Grant spoke with great frankness, and 
said that his family was anxious to bave the 
affairs of the Marine Bank and Grant & Ward 
made known in detail. It was only the knowl- 
edge that this would be done in a day or two 


that deterred him from making a more detailed - 


statement.

The Interesting Story of Chief-Justice. 
Marshall and the Supreme Court. 
New Tonk, May 10.—Tie statue of Chief- 

Justice Marshall was unveiied Saturday. The 

soulptor is the W. W. Story, son of Judge 

Story, who sat on bench with Judge Mar- 

shall and was his intimate friend. The event 

gives opportunity to put in easy reading the 

story of Marshall and of the Supreme Court.
